Budget and Tax Rate 

Good News!  The Wyoming Town Council has approved 

the 2019/2020 budget without finding 

the need to raise taxes.  Tax bills are 

due by September 30, 2019.  After 

that date, they will start accruing 

interest.  If you pay your tax bill by 

July 31, 2019, you will get an early 

payment discount of 3% on the tax 

based on assessment of your 

property.  If anyone cannot pay their 

tax bill in full by September 30, 

please contact Town Hall to set up a 

monthly payment plan.  Don’t wait until you are behind 

to get this set up and payments started.

Message from Chief Willey 
 

I hope everyone has a great 4th of July. The month of 
June has been fairly quiet. The Wyoming Police Dept. 
will be hosting another National Night Out on August 
6th from 6 pm to 8 pm. It will be located in front of Tre 
Sorelle Dolce (ice cream/mini golf). Come out and visit 
and enjoy the evening with the Wyoming Police Dept. 
There will also be other police departments here also. 
Look forward to seeing you there.  
 
The fishing derby was held on June 15th and as usual it 
was a big success. Everyone had a great time.  
 
The Peach Festival is scheduled for Saturday August 
3rd. The railroad company sent a communication stat-
ing that they WILL NOT ALLOW ANY PARKING ON 
THEIR PROPERTY. Areas will be coned off to prevent 
parking on railroad property. The Wyoming Police 
Dept. will not tow any vehicles on the railroad compa-
ny property due to it being private property.  However 
the railroad could have vehicles towed at the owner’s 
expense.  
 
The State of Delaware Office of Highway and Safety 
has made July SPEED AWARENESS MONTH. There will 
be extra officers on the road to enforce speeding. In 
Delaware from 2014 to 2018, 57% of all speed related 
crashes happen on Friday, Saturday and Sunday. In Del-
aware speed related injury crashes are most commonly 
contributed to male drivers under the age of 25. Stats 
show that in 2017, 37% of all fatal crashes nationwide 
involving speed the driver was alcohol-impaired. With 
the extra officers on the road, there will be a zero tol-

erance.  Stay alert and watch for 
posted speed limit signs and 
obey them. Let me leave you 
with this quote.
